Robert Kennedy, D-N.Y.; Edr 
ward Kennedy, D-Mass., and 
William Fulbright, D-Ark. 
They “make the war effort 
more difficult for us,’’ he said. 
Thieu said the Tet (lunar 
new year) offensive which be­ 
gan two months ago on Jan. 
29 cost the Viet Cong an d 
North Vietnamese 50,000 men 
slain. Furthermore, he said, 
they disrupted only 15% of 
the rural pacification program 
and this.balance is being re­ 
stored.

Nevertheless, the Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese have 
300,000 men in South Vietnam, 
nursing their Tet wounds and 
husbanding equipment an d 
strength for anot her on­ 
slaught. 
“They may try again,’* he 
said. Pausing, he emi^ asized: 
“I am quite sure they will try 
again.’’ 
When would another drive 
come?’’ 
“In two or three months,’’ 
Thieu replied. “Maybe in May 
or June.’’

He gave no specific dates. 
He said the Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese wanted to 
capitalize on American politi­ 
cal dissension to win gains 
based om a display of armed 
might.

In Cultural Revolution

Peking — There are signs of new life in the cultural revo­ 
lution, once thought to be in its final stages. 
Tuesday Peking’s streets 
echoed to loudspeaker calls 
for the resignation of alleged 
enemies of Communist Party 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung. It 
was the first time in months 
such calls had been heard. 
Wall posters, which had al­ 
most vanished, have now re­ 
appeared in great numbers, 
proclaiming the new call to 
battle against Mao’s enemies. 
Long columns of demon­ 
strators carrying gongs, cym­ 
bals, red flags and flower- 
bedecked portraits of M ao 
wound through the streets. 
Among the targets of th e 
demonstrators a new name 
appeared — that of Yang 
Chen-wu, army chief. There 
also were calls for the sack­ 
ing of the senior political offi­ 
cer in the air force, Yue 
Li-chin, and of a leading po­ 
litical o f f i c e r in Peking’s 
army garrison. 
Tens of thousands of dem­ 
onstrators marched to the of­ 
fices of the capital’s revolu­ 
tionary committee and called 
for the dismissal of those con­ 
sidered to be enemies of the 
party and “class enemies.” 


O b s e r v e r s in Peking 
thought most of those under 
attack already had fallen 
from grace as a result of the 
upheavals and purges of the 
cultural revolution. Most of 
them had been criticized for 
several months last year. 
But observers were sur 
prised and puzzled by the 
sudden attaclb against Yang 
Chen-wu.

The troops dispersed them 
with clouds of tear gas and 
short lengths of rubier hose 
used as clubs. 
Officials said there w e r e 
no reports of serious injuries 
but hospitals said several hun­ 
dred persons were treated and 
released for tear gas inhala­ 
tion. 
The troops acted cn orders 
of Gen. Bolivar ViU«^ o, the 
Guard commander, who re­ 
fused Sunday to enforce an 
assembly vote to oust Robles.

Ten Million Americans Going Hungry 


Lodge News—The “S u n d a y 
Journal and Star” has It. 


Chicago Daily News Special 
Washington — A still-secret 
report scheduled for release 
next month insists that 10 mil­ 
lion Americans — and per­ 
haps many more •— are going 
hungry. 
The report, prepared by a 
broadly based board of in­ 
quiry composed of 22 private 
citizens, is expected to touch 
off a new national debate on 
hunger and malnutrition and 
what should be done about it. 
One source who has seen 
the document called it “ a 
pretty damning ref> ort.” 
He p r e d i c t e d that the 
^ oup’s carefully documented 
findings could command as 
much public attention as the 
recently released report by 
President Johnson’s National 
Advisory Commission on Civil 
Disorders. 
The board of inquiry was 
created last summer after a 
Senate subcommittee under 
Sen. Joseph S. Clark, D-Pa. 
—plus a team of private phy­ 
sicians — visited the Missis­ 
sippi delta and reported con­ 
ditions of serious hunger and 
near-starvation. 
Since then, board members 
have conducted public hear­ 
ings at Hazard, Ky.; Colum­ 
bia, S.C.; San Antonio and 
Birmingham. They also have 
made eight field visits, in­ 
cluding trips into the inner- 
city s l ums of Washington, 
New York and Boston. 
The board is composed of 
doctors specializing in nutri­ 
tion, labor and religious lead­ 
ers, educators, foundation of­ 
ficials and anti-poverty work­ 
ers. 
While much of the board’s 
attention centered on th e 
South, sources familiar wi t h 
the investigation stressed that 
hunger was not solely a South­ 
ern problem. 
It is also evident in most of 
the big-city ghettos and wide­ 
spread among Indians an d 
Mexican-Americans in th e 
southwestern United States, 
these sources said. 
One board member said the 
report would include a list of 
“ about 250 or 300 of the coun­ 
ties which we think are in the 
most critical shape.’’ It also 


will include criteria that can 
be used to predict whether 
hunger is likely to exist in a 
given community. 
The board members report- 
edly were disturbed by what 
one of them called “the fail­ 
ure of American scientists 


and nutritionists to study this 
problem adequately.” 


The report also contains a 
series of far-reaching recom­ 
mendations for solving th e 
problem. One approach re­ 
portedly calls for a substan­ 


tial expansion and improve­ 
ment of the present federal 
food-stamp program.

Roche said 50,000 South Viet­ 
namese pacificatioB workers 
were "recruited, trained and 
paid under the auspices of the 
Central Intelligence Agency.” 
Ambassador Robert W. Ko­ 
mer, head of the U.S. pacifi­ 
cation program, replied that 


Roche was involved in supply 
operations and had "no con­ 
tact whatsoever in more than 
a year with our other pro­ 
grams. The guy must be mak­ 
ing it up.” 
Komer, who was a member 
of the CIA for 14 years after 
World War II, declined to 
comment further, saying " I’m 
not going to dignify this guy’s 
ridiculous comments. 
" I’m much more interested 
in what’s going on in th e 
countryside and in getting the 
pacification program work­ 
ing,” he said. 
A CIA spokesman in Saigon 
said the agency also would 
not comment on R o c h e ’ s 
statements. 
Roche, a retired Army lieu­ 
tenant colonel, spent f o u r 
years in South Vietnam, first 
as a member of Gen. William

later in civilian Jobs.

Dr. Perl, who has made ex­ 
tensive studies in crime and 
the rehabilitation of crimi­ 
nals, was hired by the com­ 
mittee to help with its re­ 
search. 
The G e or ge Washington 
University inrofessor said at 
an institution lik e Kearney 
the rehabilitative emphásis 
should be directed toward 
‘‘utilizing the child’s own dy­ 
namics.’’ 
By that he said he means 
mak ing the boy believe that 
he isn’t a “big shot’’ for mug­ 
ging somebody or stealing. 
“Look where you are 
now. 
You are here (in Kearney),” 
Dr. Perl said. 
He said that a boy should 
learn that by stealing a pair 
of shoes, he could end up in 
Kearney. If he work s to earn 
the m one y to buy them, 
“that’s how you will be 
a Mg 
guy,” Dr. Perl said. 
Carstens said his study will 
dwell “not on personalities 
but on the philosophy of how 
rehabilitation is approached.” 
The problems m ay date 
back to the beginning of the 
school at Kearney and also 
may be attributed to the fact 
that there is no other place 
to send delinquents, Carstens 
said. 
“The only solution a judge 
has is to send him to Kearney 
whether he fits into Kear­ 
ney’s k ind of program or not. 
It’s a k ind of catch-all,” he 
said. 
The hearings on the school 
will be at the Kearney Tu­ 
berculosis Home on Thursday, 
Friday and possibly Saturday.

The Federal District Court in Lincoln Wednesday in­ 
herited the case <rf Stephen E. Abbott, University of Ne­ 
brask a graduate indicted in Georgia for failure to submit 
to Selective Service induction. 
AM)ott, 24, currently a grad^ 
uate student at Emory Uni­ 
versity in Atlanta, Ga., un 
successfully sought classifica­ 
tion as a conscientious objec­ 
tor by his Nebrask a d r a f t 
board. Instead' he was or­ 
dered to report for induction 
in Atlanta last Oct. 19. 
A grand jury in Georgia in­ 
dicted Abbott this month for 
alleged failure to step forward 
for Mduction at that time. 
Transfer of the case from 
the N or t he r n District of 
Georgia to Judge Robert Van 
Pelt’s court in Lincoln was re­ 
quested by Abbott, who said 
it would be inconvenient, for 
defense witnesses to travel to 
Georgia for the trial. Unless 
the case were transferred, he 
said in an affidavit, he would 
have to request the govern­ 
ment to pay the expenses of 
witnesses. 
* “I believe 
I* am not 
guilty of the offense 
wi t h 
which I am charged, and have 
been so advised by counsel,** 
Abbott said. 
Abbott’s case received con­ 
siderable attention on the Uni­ 
versity of Nebrask a campus 
last fall. 
The student newspaper, The 
Daily Nebrask an, editerially 
supported Abbott fa his an­ 
nounced plan to refuse induc­ 
tion in Atlanta. A Lincoln min­ 
ister said the refusal of his 
draft board to classify Abbott 
as a conscientious objector 
was ‘.‘a flagrimt vlolutfan of 
his freedom of religion.” 
Abbott was graduated from 
the university in 1966 a nd 
taught English for one year 
at Clearfield, Iowa. At the 
end of the teaching year he 
was reclassified 1-A, subject 
to induction. 
He was registered wHh Lan­ 
caster County draft board No. 
58 in Lincoln. 
In an affidavit following in­ 
dictment, A b b ot t said he 
sought classification as a con­ 
scientious objector 
“b a s e d 
upon my religious training and 
belief.” He said at least nine 
Nebrask ans, t hr e e persons 
from Missouri and one from 
Indiana submitted information 


to his drUft board in support 
of his conscientious objector 
application.

In S W Neb rask a Wh eat 


Potentially destructiv e army cutworms hav e 
found 
feeding in Southwest Nebraska wheat, a Univ ersity of Ne­ 
braska insect specialist reported. 
Ex tension entomologist Boh 
Roselle said the dark colored 
“early worm” winters as a 
small cutworm and is one of 
the earliest c r op pests to 
make an iy >pearance at the 
start of the growing season. 
The army cutworm feeds on 
many ty pes of phmts, but us­ 
ually is of importance only 
in wheat or alfatfa, Roselle 
said. 
The cutworms feed at night 
and hide by day . They chew 
wheat leav es, retarding nor­ 
mal growth in the spring. 


“If growing conditloits are 
fav orable, wheat will stand 
considerable cutworm feed­ 
ing,” he said. “Howev er, if 
conditions are dry , as they 
are now in most areas, dam­ 
age of economic importance 
is more likely to occur.”

“They did no t hav e the ap­ 
pro v al o f the co unty bo ard o f 
health to do this,” Maurer 
said. “The co unty atto rney 
to ld them if they did it they 
were break ing the law. I will 
see the atto rney general to 
see what can be do ne.’’

said Abigail Hoffman, 29- 
year-old New York C i t y 
welfare worker. Five per­ 
cent of the people inter­ 
viewed echoed this view. 
Education w a s a close 
second to fighting poverty 
as the government function 
which people would like to 
see expanded. Twenty-three 
percent said government at 
all levels should be spend­ 
ing more on schools and col­ 
leges. 
The third most popular 
proposal for enlarged gov­ 
ernment activity was better 
law enforcement. Eight per­ 
cent saw need for stepped 
up spending on police pro­ 
tection. “ If there were more 
police, I wouldn’t be afraid 
to walk down the street,** 
said a Negro department 
store clerk in Pittsburgh. 
Other respondents wanted 
expansion of a wide variety 
of governmental programs. 
Six percent thou^t more 
should be spent on medical 
care and health research. 
Four percent wanted better 
highways and urban mass 
transit facilities, 4% called 
for more parks and recroa- 
tional facilities, 3% f e l t 
more should be done about 
air and water pollution and 
2% plumped for a bigger 
Peace Corps.

Table Conv ersation From Cancer Society Seminar 
Death Welcome Reiief FromCancer^ Some Doctors Admit 


B y BESS J ENKINS 
San Diego, Calif. — Is death 
such a bad thing, after all? 
You might not think so af< 
ter conv ersing with scientists 
and phy sicians at Uie 10th an­ 
nual writers seminar s p o n- 
sored by the American Can­ 
cer Society . 
Mind y ou. It isn’t that this 
group of professionals isn’t as 
keen about sustaining life for 
themselv es and their families 
as any one else. But ^ r e are 
times when dy ing m ay seem 
better. 
For ex ample, an ev ening 
conv ersation when the blonde, 
v iv acious Dr. Gertrude Henle 
said: 
“ If I get cancer, I tell Wer­ 
ner (her scientist husband) to 
let me go ahead and die ’* 
She wants no part of the 
horror of chemotherapy and 
the tox ic or poisoning effects 
of these drugs which keep pa­ 
tients “ aliv e.” 
Another concurring party at 
the table was Dr. 
F r a n k 
Rauscher of the National Can­ 
cer Institute in Washington. 
He added that not all doctors 


would agree with him and Dr. 
Henle on this point. 
Ev en many children fatally 
ill with leukemia instinctiv e­ 
ly know they are dy ing, said 
Dr. Henle. 
“ Some just don^ want to 
take the m e d i c i n e which 
makes them so sick,” she ex ­ 
plained. 
The “ loss” of pneumonia 
as the old people’s friend in 
death gained the attention 
another night of a Univ ersi­ 
ty of Minnesota phy sician, 
Gerhard Brand, here to re­ 
port on cancer from the usK 
of silicone in breast plasUd 
surgery . 
Penicillin and other modem 
drugs s n at c h the elderly 
back from deaUi by pneumo­ 
nia, only to subject them to 
another harder d e at h three 
or four weeks later, he sug­ 
gested. 
Dr. Brand say s these are 
facts and philosophy pointed 
out to his sophomore medical 
students in diagnostic classes. 
Then they are told they will 
hav e to decide what should 


be done in each patient’s 
case. 
No Resp ecter 
Cancer, as most ev ery one 
knows, is no respecter of peo­ 
ple or ages or groups or 
times. 
It ex acts a toll ev en from 
personnel at such places at 
the National Cancer Institute. 
Dr. Rauscher, representing 
tile Institute 
here, 
related 
how a colleague and his fam­ 
ily must face seeing a mem­ 
ber each day come closer to 
death from an incurable form 
of cancer. 
Can cer Allies 
Many cancer researchers 
suspect or ev en believ e im- 
plicifly that v irus play s a ma­ 
jor role in many forms of can­ 
cer attacking humans. At the 
same time, many of the inv es­ 
tigativ e reports at this sem­ 
inar thus far strongly h i n t 
there are other factors in the 
body at work as allies 
o i in­ 
v ading cancerous cells. 
Again Dr. R aaM ^ is one 
of the sdenttsts p oi i ^ eat 
the impertance el estaMishbig 


cleariy the role the v ims does 
play In cancer. 
Thi s reporter questioned 
the money output necessary 
to determine the EB v irus role 
suggested by Gertrude and 
Werner Henle as the trigger­ 
ing agent for Burkitt’s ly m­ 
phoma, when other forms of 
cancer are killing off many , 
many more at home an d 
abroad. It is in Africa that 
Burkitt’s takes its largest toll 
of children. 
The answer was inrtant. 
“ It will be worth ev my thing 
inv olv ed if once and for all, 
we can estaUMi the liidt be­ 
tween v ims and any form of 
cancer,” Dr. Banscher said. 
He and the Henle couple 
pointed out the v irus has been 
a suspect for y ears — ev er 
since It was discov ered in 
chicken cancer in 1906. The 
scientists recalled tiie 5 8 y ears 
it took to track down and do 
something to conquer polio.

“ They do not realize the 
time and patience it takes 
from scientists to come up 
with some seem ing insignif­ 
icant f i n d i n g , ” said Dr. 
Henle 
She recalled “ we (she and 
her hosbaiid, who came to the 
U.S. 31 y ean ago to do re­ 
search woik) hav e had only 
throe or four occaskins in our 
work all tbese y ean when we 
really felt we had something 
to celebrate. Last October 23 
was one of tte times.” 
This was the date of their 
contirmation of the link be­ 
tween EB v irus and infectious 
mononucleosis and presuma­ 
bly wUh Burkitt’s cancer.
